representatives  from  City  agencies,  community-based  organizations,  academia,  and  the 
medical  and  business  communities.  The  membership  of  the  Council  consists  of  the 
following  individuals:  The  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  or  his/her  designee; 
the  Mayor,  or  his  or  her  designee;  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  his/her 
designee;  the  District  Attorney,  or  his/her  designee;  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  his/her 
designee;  the  Sheriff,  or  his  or  her  designee;  the  President  of  the  Commission  on  the 
Status  of  Women,  or  his/her  designee;  the  Chief  of  Adult  Probation,  or  his/her 
designee;  the  Chief  of  Department  of  Emergency  Management,  or  his/her  designee; 
the  Executive  Director  of  the  Domestic  Violence  Consortium  or  his/her  designee;  the 
Executive  Director  of  Human  Service  Agency,  or  his  or  her  designee;  the  Executive 
Director  of  the  Consortium  for  Elder  Abuse  Prevention,  or  his/her  designee;  the 
Executive  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Child  Abuse  Council,  or  his/her  designee;  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  or  his/her  designee;  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Adult  and  Aging  Services,  or  his/her  designee;  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Their  Families,  or  his/her  designee;  the  Chair  of 
the  Consortium  of  Batterer's  Intervention  Programs,  or  his/her  designee;  and  the 
Director  of  Child  Support  Services,  or  his  or  her  designee.

If  an  at-large  member  of  the  Council  misses  three  regularly  scheduled  meetings  of  the 
Council  in  any  12-month  period  without  the  express  approval  of  the  Council,  the 
Steering  Committee  may  appoint  a  new  at-large  member  to  fill  his/her  seat  on 
Council.  If  a  public  or  private  official,  or  his  or  her  designee,  who  occupies  an  ex-

The  Council  is  established  to  advise  and  submit  recommendations  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  that  address  the  problems  of  family  violence.  Family  violence  includes 
child  abuse,  domestic  violence,  and  elder/dependent  adult  abuse.  The  Council  may 
also  advise  the  courts  of  the  City  and  County  and  the  Mayor  by  submitting

abuse.  The  general  purpose  of  the  council  shall  be  to  (1)  increase  the  awareness  and 
understanding  of  family  violence  and  its  consequences;  (2)  recommend  programs  and 
policies  that  promote  communication  and  coordination  of  City  and  community-based 
organizations'  services  relating  to  child  abuse,  domestic  violence,  and  elder/dependent 
adult  abuse;  and  (3)  recommend  programs,  policies  and  coordination  of  City  services 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Mayor  that  may  reduce  the  incidence  of  family 
violence  in  San  Francisco. 

The  Steering  Committee  shall  serve  as  the  policy  setting  body  of  the  Council.  Duties 
of  the  Steering  Committee  shall  include  the  establishment  of  the  organization  and 
structure  of  the  Council,  creation  of  working  groups  when  necessary  to  implement  the 
objectives  of  the  Council,  and  oversight  of  the  operations  of  the  Council. 

The  members  of  the  Steering  Committee  shall  be  the  three  co-chairs  of  the  Family 
Violence  Council,  who  shall  be  selected  from  among  the  members  of  the  Family 
Violence  Council.  One  co-chair  will  be  selected  from  an  agency  or  organization  that 
specializes  in  domestic  violence;  one  co-chair  shall  be  selected  from  an  agency  or 
organization  that  specializes  in  child  abuse;  and  one  co-chair  shall  be  selected  from  an 
agency  or  organization  that  specializes  in  elder/dependent  adult  abuse.  A 
representative  from  the  Department  on  the  Status  of  Women  shall  provide  support  to 
the  Steering  Committee  in  scheduling  meetings,  developing  meeting  agendas,  and 
performing  such  other  functions  as  are  necessary  to  promote  the  work  of  the  Family 
Violence  Council. 

The  City  Attorney  or  his  or  her  designee  may  be  requested  to  provide  advice  and  legal 
counsel  to  the  Council. 

Terms  of  Office:  The  three  at-large  members  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Steering  Committee.  Other  members  serve  indefinite  terms. 

Reports:  The  Council  may  submit  an  annual  report  of  its  recommendations  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  may  submit  recommendations  to  the  courts  and  the  Mayor.

Three  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  and  three  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Elections  Commission.  The 
Director  of  Elections  shall  serve  ex  officio  as  a  non-voting  member.  The  members 
shall  have  a  background  in  the  election  process  in  San  Francisco  and  shall  be  broadly 
representative  of  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Within  60  days  following  publication  of  the  decennial  federal  census  in  the  year  2000 
and  every  decermial  (10  year)  federal  census  after  that,  the  Director  of  Elections  shall 
report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  whether  the  existing  districts  continue  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  federal  and  state  law  and  the  criteria  for  drawing  districts  lines  set 
in  the  Charter.

Initial  appointment  of  both  the  consumer  and  worker  members  shall  be  made  from  a 
list  of  recommendations  based  on  applications  designed  by,  and  submitted  to,  the 
IHSS  Task  Force  of  Planning  for  Elders  in  the  Central  City.

The  Council  shall  coordinate  information  sharing,  plarming,  and  engagement  among 
all  interested  private  and  public  stakeholders  to  the  extent  permissible  under  federal 
and  state  law. 

The  council  shall  consist  of  23  members,  seven  of  whom  shall  be  former  inmates  in 
the  San  Francisco  County  Jail,  a  California  Department  of  Corrections  and 
Rehabilitation  facility  and/or  a  United  States  Bureau  of  Prison  facility. 
The  Mayor,  or  his  designee,  shall  serve  as  a  member,  and  shall  also  appoint  three  of 
the  members. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  designate  one  of  its  members  to  serve  as  a  member  of 
the  Council,  and  shall  appoint  the  four  of  the  seven  members  who  are  former  inmates.

Department  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development;  Human  Services  Agency,  the 
Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Families  and  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 
In  addition,  co-chairs  shall  invite  the  San  Francisco  Superior  Court;  Department  of 
Child  Support  Services,  California  Department  of  Corrections  and  Rehabilitation 
Division  of  Adult  Parole  Operations;  and  the  United  States  Probation  and  Pretrial 
Services  System  to  appoint  one  member  each  to  the  Council.  If  any  of  these  four 
agencies  does  not  appoint  a  representative,  the  Council  co-chairs  shall  appoint  an 
additional  member.

(b)  Review  and  assess  the  City's  capacity  and  utilization  of  services  and  alternatives 
to  incarceration  throughout  the  criminal  justice  continuum,  including  pre-adjudication 
and  post-release.

(d)  Develop  a  recommended  system  of  uniform  definitions  of  recidivism  for  City 
departments  to  track  and  report  on  the  outcomes  of  various  criminal  sentences  and 
City  programs  meant  to  aid  in  reducing  recidivism. 

(e)  Develop  data  collection  standards  and  recidivism  reporting  standards.

At  least 
one  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  appointees  and  one  of  the  Mayor's  appointees  must 
have  significant  experience  as  an  advocate  for  human  rights  or  the  poor.  The 
Controller's  appointee  shall  have  significant  experience  in  finance,  financial  auditing, 
or  accounting.  All  members  of  the  Sweatfree  Procurement  Advisory  Group  shall  be 
appointed  within  sixty  days  of  the  effective  date  of  this  Chapter.  Each  member  shall 
serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  authority.  The  Sweatfree  Procurement 
Advisory  Group  shall  meet  not  less  than  once  each  fiscal  year. 

The  Sweatfree  Procurement  Advisory  Group  shall  evaluate  the  industries  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  goods  to  determine  whether  contracts  for  any  goods,  in 
addition  to  apparel  and  garments,  should  be  targeted  for  enforcement,  and  to  evaluate 
the  implementation,  administration,  and  enforcement  of  this  Chapter.  To  determine 
whether  a  particular  good  shall  be  targeted  for  enforcement,  the  factors  that  the 
Sweatfree  Procurement  Advisory  Group  shall  consider  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited 
to:  (a)  the  amount  the  City  and  County  has  spent,  and  anticipates  spending  for  such 
good;  (b)  evidence  of  Sweatshop  Labor  or  other  conditions  prohibited  by  this  Chapter 
in  the  manufacturing,  assemblage  or  distribution  of  such  good;  and  (c)  any  financial 
impact  that  targeting  the  good  for  enforcement  will  have  on  the  City  and  County. 

The  Sweatfree  Procurement  Advisory  Group  shall  determine  how  the  City  and  County 
may  maximize  its  purchase  of  goods  produced  in  San  Francisco.  Within  four  months 
of  its  formation,  the  Sweatfree  Procurement  Advisory  Group  shall  examine  how  the 
City  and  County  may  provide  preferences  and/or  incentives  to  garment  industry 
manufacturers  in  San  Francisco  that  are  in  compliance  with  this  Chapter,  and  explore 
the  expansion  of  preferences  and/or  incentives  to  other  industries.  Within  the  four- 
month  period,  the  Sweatfree  Procurement  Advisory  Group  shall  propose  legislation  to 
immediately  implement  the  preferences  and/or  incentives.

The  Board  of 
Supervisors  member  position  shall  not  count  in  determining  whether  the  consumer  and 
family  of  consumer  requirements  of  this  section  are  met.  In  addition,  one  member 
shall  be  a  child  advocate  (a  family  member  or  consumer  advocate  for  minors  who  use 
mental  health  services);  one  member  shall  be  an  older  adult  advocate  (a  family 
member  or  consumer  advocate  for  persons  60  years  of  age  or  older  who  use  mental 
health  services);  and  two  members  shall  be  from  the  following  professions:  psychiatry, 
psychology,  mental  health  social  work,  nursing  with  a  specialty  in  mental  health, 
marriage  and  family  counseling,  psychiatric  technology,  or  administrator  of  a  hospital 
providing  mental  health  services  or  of  a  community  mental  health  facility.  Any 
positions  not  allocated  to  specific  types  of  members  may  be  filled  by  persons  with 
experience  and  knowledge  of  the  mental  health  system  representing  the  public  interest. 

Except  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors  member,  the  term  of  each  member  shall  be  for 
three  years.  No  member  shall  serve  more  than  two  consecutive  terms.  The  term  of 
office  of  a  member  appointed  by  an  individual  Board  of  Supervisors  member  is  not 
affected  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  member  no  longer  continuing  in  that  office.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  appoint  20  members  as  follows:  one  of  whom  shall 
have  been  a  resident  of  western  SoMa  for  more  than  three  years,  one  of  whom  has 
been  a  resident  of  western  SoMa  for  less  than  three  years,  one  of  whom  resides  in  a 
Single  Room  Occupancy  hotel  in  western  SoMa,  one  of  whom  is  a  youth  in  western 
SoMa,  one  of  whom  is  raising  a  family  in  western  SoMa,  one  of  whom  is  a  senior  in 
western  SoMa,  one  of  whom  operates  a  local  business  in  western  SoMa,  one  of  whom 
works  with  a  community-based  organization  in  western  SoMa,  one  of  whom 
represents  the  arts,  one  of  whom  represents  the  entertainment  industry,  one  of  whom  is 
a  non-profit  developer,  one  of  whom  is  a  for-profit  developer,  one  of  whom  is  a 
bicycle  advocate,  one  of  whom  is  a  parks  and  open  space  advocate,  one  of  whom  is  a 
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transportation  advocate,  one  of  whom  is  a  preservation  advocate,  one  of  whom 
represents  labor,  one  of  whom  is  a  person  with  a  disability,  one  of  whom  is  a  resident 
of  the  area  defined  as  "SoMa  West"  by  the  Planning  Department,  and  one  of  whom 
represents  the  interests  of  homeless  individuals. 

Three  members  are  appointed  by  the  District  6  Supervisor;  one  appointed  by  the 
Plaiming  Director,  if  it  is  his  pleasure;  one  appointed  by  the  Director  of  the  San 
Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority,  if  the  Director  chooses  not  to  exercise  his 
appointment,  the  Supervisor  representing  District  Six  shall  appoint  the  member,  and 
one  appointed  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  members  shall  serve  for  the  duration  of  the  Task  Force  and  the  quorum  of  the 
Task  Force  shall  be  a  majority  of  sitting  members.  The  Task  Force  shall  meet  no  less 
frequently  than  every  four  months. 

In  the  event  that  any  member  misses  three  regularly  scheduled  meetings  of  the  Task 
Force  within  a  year  without  giving  prior  notice  to  the  Task  Force,  the  Task  Force,  or 
its  designee,  shall  certify  in  writing  to  the  member's  appointing  authority  that  the 
member  has  missed  three  meetings.  On  the  date  of  such  certification,  the  member 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned  from  the  Task  Force. 

In  the  event  a  vacancy  in  the  Committee  membership  occurs,  the  successor  to  the 
vacant  position  shall  be  appointed  in  the  same  manner  used  to  select  the  previous 
occupant  of  that  position. 

The  members  of  the  Task  Force  shall  convene  the  first  meeting  within  30  days  of 
receiving  notice  of  the  appointment  of  a  quorum  of  the  membership  and  the  operation 
of  the  Task  Force  shall  expire  three  years  from  the  passage  of  this  resolution.
